SEDITION BILL IN H O IS E 


Now Goes on Third Reading Calendar. 
Was Amended. 


The 
adm inistration 
anti-sedition 
bill, amended in accordance with the 
suggestions of the Attorney General 
following the hearing a week ago, was 
reported to the House of R epresenta­ 
tives Tuesday evening and goes on the 
third reading calendar.

The only kind of tobacco product 
which Increased In production was 
cigarettes. 
The production of ciga­

638 In 1917, which is an increase of 9,- 
430,141.200. 
Figured roughly in percentage, ciga­ 
rettes increased about 20 per cent over
